The word is 
flexibility and on that 
premise BBM launches into 
its twenty-four hour a 

day, seven days a week sche- 
dule, broadcasting from the 
John Hancock Center. 

Many people dislike Top 40 
AM radio where you hear 

the same twenty to thirty 
songs a day, every day, 

yet these same individuals 
tire of underground--heavy 
FM stations who program 
only album cuts. To these 
people BBM-FM has become 
something of a savior, a 
happy medium where you can 
get the best of both worlds. 
You can hear the Bee Gees'
